Following a diligent search it was determined that prior art neither teaches nor suggests the 
claimed method for producing an L-amino acid comprising culturing an Escherichia coli 
bacterium wherein the endogenous Escherichia coli gene encoding the RMF protein is mutates 
so that the RMF protein is inactive.
